1910

In  1989,  I  wrote  a  three-part  article  entitled  The 
T.  J.  Asher  Story,  which  covered  the  life  and  times  of  one  of 
Bell  County,  Kentucky’s  pioneer  lumber  and  coal  producers.  I 
wrote  that  his  first  venture  into  coal  production  came  with 
the  opening,  in  1910,  of  the  Varilla  Mining  Company.  At  the 
time  I  wrote  this,  I  was  sure  I  was  right  in  my  statement. 
All  the  research  material  at  my  disposal  verified  my 
statement.  Alas,  I  was  wrong  and  I  hereby  wish  correct  my 
error  made  in  the  chapter,  The  Asher  Coal  Mining  Company. 

While  browsing  through  the  records  of  the  Harlan  County 
Coal  Operators  excellent  library,  I  came  across  a  mine 
inspection  report  dated  1911  dealing  with  the  Asher  Coal 
Mining  Co.  The  mine  inspectohs  report  stated  that  the  Asher 
Coal  Mining  Company  had  been  operating  a  mine,  listed  at  the 
Dorothy  Mine,  at  or  near  Wasioto,  Ky.  before  the  opening  of 
the  Varilla  operation.  The  Head  Office  and  Express  Office 
were  located  at  Wasioto,  Ky.  and  the  coal  was  shipped  via  the 
L  &  N  R.  R.  A  spur  line  ran  to  the  T.  J.  Asher  Saw  &  Planing 
Mills,  also  located  at  Wasioto,  Ky.  This  new  information 
puzzled  me  to  say  the  least  so  I  decided  to  try  and  find  out 
the  exact  facts  that  seemed  to  be  almost  lost  to  history. 

The  Dorothy  Mine  was  under  the  Foremanship  of  Mr.  W.  L. 
Potter.  The  coal  seam  was  about  50  inches  thick  and  had  very 
little  or  no  parting.  The  roof  was  slate  and  not  very  good. 
The  coal  seam  was  very  near  the  top  of  the  mountain  and 

covering  is  very  ,  1  i  ght'  ;  whi  ch  caused  the  roof  not  to  be  very 
good.  The  floor  was  of  soft  clay  for  a  few  inches,  and  was 
then  sandstone. 

The  mine  was  equipped  with  an  electric  power  plant 

composed  of  a  500  k.  w.  steam  turbine  generator,  2,300  volt 
G.  E.  generator,  and  a  Curtis  turbine.  A  6  ton  G.  E. 

locomotive  and  three  Sullivan  Shortwal!  mining  machines  also 
made  up  the  mining  equipment.  The  coal  was  gathered  to  a 
siding  inside  the  mine  by  mules.  They  used  one  electric 
locomotive  for  haulage  to  an  incline  that  led  2,000  feet 
direct  to  the  tipple.  The  output  was  about  250  tons  per  day. 

Both  squibs  and  fuse  were  used  with  black  powder  for 

blasting  the  coal  after  it  had  been  undercut  by  the 

machinery.  It  was  noted  in  the  report  that  not  much  powder 

was  needed  and  that  a  double  entry  system  was  used. 


Just  before  Christmas,  I  mentioned  my  findings 
concerning  the  Asher  Coal  Mining  Co.  to  my  good  friend,'  King 
D.  Rice.  As  it  happens,  Mr.  Rice  is  the  great-grandson  of  T. 
J.  Asher  and  the  Certified  Accountant  of  the  Asher  Coal 
Mining  Co.  holdings  which  are  still  active  today.  His  mother 
is  the  grand-daughter  of  T.  J.  Asher.  Mr.  Rice  said  that  he 
would  look  into  the  facts  and  let  me  know  what  he  could  find 
out  about  the  first  coal  mines  operated  by  his  great¬ 
grandfather.  I  also  mentioned  that  I  would  like  to  have  an 
example  of  the  company  scrip  that  was  used  at  the  lumber 
processing  plant  to  go  with  my  example  of  Varilla  Mining 
Company  scrip.  He  said  that  he  didn’t  have  any  scrip  but 
would  check  with  the  surviving  Asher  heirs  for  me  but  that  he 
never  recalled  personally  seeing  an  example  of  such  scrip. 

On  Christmas  Eve,  Mr.  Rice  came  by  my  store  and  handed 
my  wife  and  I  each  an  envelope  as  his  annual  expression  of 
the  season.  I  never  dreamed  that  he  had  given  me  something 
that  I  had  longed  for  for  months.  To  my  surprise,  as  I 
opened  the  envelope,  I  found  myself  holding  an  uncirculated 
.50  cent  token  of  the  T.  J.  Asher  Saw  &  Planing  Mills  company 
scrip.  Needless  to  day,  his  gift  made  for  a  very  Merry 
Scripmas  indeed. 

As  I  relished  the  moment,  and  fondled  my  new  scrip 
treasure,  he  informed  me  that  the  lumber  scrip  was. also  used 
at  the  mining  operations  during  the  brief  period  before  the 
Southern  Mining  Company  leased  the  coal  properties  of  both 
the  Dorothy  and  Tejay  mines.  The  company  store  at  Wasioto, 
originally  the  company  store  for  the  lumber  camp,  also  served 
as  the  company  store  for  the  miners.  By  1914,  the  Varilla 
Mining  Company  was  also  leased  to  the  Southern  Mining 
Company,  as  were  most  of  the  Asher  Coal  Mining  properties. 
The  actual  mining  of  coal  ceased  as  a  direct  part  of  the 

Asher  Coal  Mining  Co.  at  this  time. 

» 

Varilla  Mining  Company’  used  company  scrip  manufactured 
from  aluminum,  but  the  T.  J.  Asher  Saw  and  Planing  Mills 
scrip  was  produced  by  the  firm  of  Murdock  from  German  Silver 
and  dates  as  one  of  the  earliest  tokens  used  by  a  Bell  County 
lumber  and, coal  producer. 

My  latest  information  may  give  the  catalogue  committee 
something  to  think  about.  Should  the  T.  J.  Asher  Saw  and 
Planing  Mills  lumber  scrip  be  listed  •■in  the  proposed  update 
of  Edkins  Catalogue  as  coal  scrip  as  well  as  lumber  scrip? 
After  all,  the  Inter-Mountain  Coal  and  Lumber  Co.,  Inc.,  from 
Putney,  Ky.,  is  listed  as  being  coal  scrip  when  in  fact,  the 
company  never  produced  coal  at  the  Putney,  Ky.,  location. 
The  company  scrip  has  coal  and  lumber  printed  on  the  scrip, 
but  the  Putney  operation  was  strictly  a  lumber  processing 


plant,  not  a  coal  producer.  The  company  did  own  property 
with  vast  coal  resourses,  but  had  a  man  by  the  name  of  Black 
Sol  Day  mine  coal  which  they,  in  turn,  sold  to  their 
employees  who  lived  and  worked  in  the  lumber  camp.  My  father 
and  grandfather  worked  for  the  Inter-Mountain  -Coal  and  Lumber 
Company,  and  I  was  born  in  the  old  lumber  camp.  It  is  a 
well-known  fact  that  this  company  was  not  a  prime  coal 
producer,  yet,  it’s  company  scrip  is  listed  in  Edkins  as  coal 
company  scrip.  The  same  is  true  in  the  case  of  the  Asher 
lumber  and  coal  mining  companies;  more  lumber  was  produced 
than  coal,  but  the  coal  was  sold  for  public  use.  The  mining 
employees  as  well  as  the  lumber  employees  used  the  lumber 
scrip  and  spent  it  at  the  T.  J.  Asher  Commissary  at  Wasioto, 
Ky.  Because  of  these  reasons,  I  personally  think  the  scrip 
should  be  listed  under  both  coal  and  lumber. 

With  the  active  end  of  direct  mining  operations  in  1914, 
the  Asher  Coal  Mining  Company  went  on  to  become  one  of  the 
longest  lived  companies  to  be  involved  in  the  coal  industry. 
As  the  1990’s  brings  us  closer  to  the  21st  Century,  the 
legacy  of  T.  J.  Asher  continues  to  be  part  of  the  Bell  County 
coal  mining  history.

SAFETY  OR  FLAMELESS  EXPLOSIVES,  KNOWN  AS  PERMISSIBLE  EXPLOSIVES . 

(With  the  release  of  the  new  book  on  explosives,  SCRIPTOR  TOM  SHOOK  has 
submitted  the  following  information  taken  from  the  1913  Report  of  the 
Department  of  Mines  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.) 

From  the  statements  made  from  time  to  time  in  the  news¬ 
papers,  magazines  and  trade  journals-,  it  might  be  inferred  that  before 
the  establishment  of  the  National  Bureau  of  Mines  in  Pittsburgh,  in 
1909,  the  important  question  of  explosives  for  use  in  the  mines  had 
received  no  attention  in  Pennsylvania.  This  is  far  from  being  the 
case.  For  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years  a  good  deal  of  consideration  has  • 
been  given  to  this  questions  by  the  State  Department  of  Mines  and  by 
the  foremen,  superintendents  and  managers. 

Safety  or  flameless  explosives,  now  comminly  known  as 
permissible  explosives,  were  introduced  into  the  mines  of  Pennsylvania 
at  Johnstown,  in  1902,  shortly  after  an  explosion  of  gas  had  occurred  in 
the  Rolling  Mill  mine  at  that  place.  The  first  one  tried  was  Masurite 
and  the  persons  who  introduced  it  were  very  enthusiastic  over  its 
virtues,  claiming  that  blasting  could  be  done  very  safely  with  it  in  the 
presence  of  an  explosive  mixture.  They  experimented  in  an  abandoned 
entry  in  one  of  the  mines  where  explosive  gas  was  allowed  to  accumulate 
in  the  entry  in  a  dangerous  quantity,  and  were  enabled  to  charge  the 
hole  with  the  new  explosive  and  fire  it  with  electricity  without  igniting 
the  gas.  The  experiment  was  duplicated  many  times  and  each  time  without 
igniting  the  gas.  Locked  safety  lamps  were  used  when  the  experiments 
were  made. 

From  Johnstown,  the  men  went  to  the  coking  coal  mines 
of  Fayette  County,  where  they  experimented  in  isolated  entries  of  several 
mines,  and  demonstrated  the  safety  qualities  of  the  explosive  to  the 
satisfaction  of  several  of  the  superintendents,  mine  foremen  and 
inspectors.  By  degrees  the  new  explosive  gained  the  confidence  of  the 
superintendents  to  such  an  extend  that  orders  were  given  for  a  limited 
quantity  of  it.  Dun’ no  1903  several  of  the  sunerintendents  had  the  ex¬ 
plosive  in  use  in-  several  of  their  most  gaseous  mines.  After  the  Harwick 
explosion  in  January  1904,  in  which  coal  dust  played  so  important  a  part, 
the  mine  officials  became  more  alarmed  than  ever  about  the  possibility 
of  blown-out  shots  igniting  the  coal  dust,  and  since  tat  time  have  given 
more  attention  to  safety  explosives.  No  loss  of  life  has  occurred  from 
an  explosion  of  gas  or  dust  due  to  a  blown-out  shot  since  1908. 

During  the  years  1904  to  1909  inclusive,  the  coking  coal 
mines  of  Fayette  County  made  'Small  use  of  explosives,  except  the  so- 
called  safety  or  flameless  explosives.  In  1904  or  1905,  another  -safety  or 
flameless  explosive  called  Nehilite  was  introduced  and  was  fairly 
successful.  Other  explosives  from  time  to  time  were  introduced  and  by 
1909,  there  were  possibly  a  half  dozen  different  kinds  in  use.  None  of 
them  was  absolutely  safe,  but  they  were  much  safer  than  black  powder 
or  dynamite.  ’ 

After  the  establishment  in  1909  of  the  Testing  Station 
in  Pittsburgh,  a  great  many  new  explosives  were  sent  there  to  be  tested, 
and  all  that  passed  successfully  were  designated  "permissible  explosives" 
and  accepted  by  the  Department  of  Mines  for  use  in  gaseous  mines  where 
locked  safety  lamps  are  used.  They  are  probably  as  safe  as  explosives 
can  be  made. 

An  Act  of  June  9,  1911,  prohibits  the  use,  in  mines 
where  locked  safety  lamps  are  used,  of  any  explosive  that  has  not  passed 


a  successful  test  and  been  classified  as  permissible.  The  law,  however, 
should  go  further  and  require  permissible  explosives  to  be  used  in  all 
mines  liberating  gas  in  any  quantity,  whether  safety  lamps  are  used  or 
not,  and  also  in  all  other  mines  where  the  coal  contains  more  than  10 
percent  of  volatile  matter.  This  would  be  a  decided  safety  precaution. 
About  thirty  different  dkinds  of  explosives  are  on  the  market  that  can  be 
safely  used  under  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed,  after  passing  the 
rigid  test  of  the  Bureau.  It  will  be  necessary,  however,  to  keep  a 
vigilant  watch  to  see  that  no  deterioration  takes  place  in  subsequent 
consignments  of  explosives  as  it  is  possible  that  for  the  sake  of  greater 
profit,  an  inferior  quality  of  explosive  might  be  furnished,  by  which  the 
safety  of  the  employee  would  be  menaced  unknown  to  the  mine  officials. 

To  provide  against  such  a  contingency,  the  Department  will 
at  intervals  submit  samples  of  explosives  in  use  to  the  engineer  in 
charge  of  the  testing  station,  and  if  the  report  made  by  him  shows  that 
any  material  deterioration  has  occurred  in  the  quality,  the  manufacturer 
will  be  notified  that  the  explosive  cannot  be  used  in  the  mines  of  this 
State  for  at  least  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  test.  A  second 
adverse  report  would  bar  the  explosive  permanently  from  theState.  This 
seems  like  drastic  action  but  not  too  drastic  when  monetary  gain  is 
valued  more  highly  than  human  life.  The  Act  of  June  9,  1911,  gives  the 
Chief  of  the  Department  power  to  prohibit  the  use  of  explosives  when  they 
show  deterioration. 

Possibly  it  might  be  well  for  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
to  have  its  own  testing  expert,  as  the  National  Bureau  of  Mines  may  find 
it  too  great  a  task  to  do  all  the  testing  necessary  for  the  various  states. 


THE  OSBORNE  MINT  :  The  January  31,  1990  issue  of  COIN  WORLD  contains  an 
interesting  article  on  the  oldest  private  mint-  The  Osborne  Coinage  Company  of 
Cincinnati.  The  article  was  written  by  Paul  Gilkes,  Staff  Writer. 

According  to  Gilkes,  the  mint  was  established  in  1835  as  the  Z.  Bisbee  Co. 

During  World  War  II,  the  mint  produced  5  billion  food  ration  tokens.  1300  people 
were  employed  on  three  shifts  to  produce  over  80  million  tokens  a  day.  The 
mint  has  produced  more  transportation  tokens  than  any  other  and  almost  100 
million  have  been  made  for  the  New  York  City  subway  system.  Millions  of 
doubloons  are  minted  annually  for  the  New  Orleans  Mardi  Gras.  The  mint  is 
responsible  for  millions  of  sales  tax  tokens  for  many  states. 

Of  interest  to  scriptors  is  the  fact  that.  Osborne  minted  the  great  majority  of 
the  coal  scrip  tokens.  The  article  notes  that  Wiley  Osborne  was  an  engineer  in 
Gary,  Indiana  when  he  decided  to  move  to  Cincinnati  and  establish  the  scrip 
issuing  register  in  1920.  The  paper  notes  that  coounerfeiting  of  scrip  was  not 
much  of  a  problem  for  the  company  once  the  scrip  was  patented.  Only  one 
counterfeiting  scheme  cost  Osborne:  the  business  made  up  a  $1,500.  scrip 
order  free  for  Koppers  Stores  Inc.  when  the  pieces  were  counterfeited.  A 
weak  strike  on  the  KS  design  and  thenumber  "1"  bn  the  $1  reverse  gave  the 
counterfeits  away. 

Scriptors  are  aware  of  these  counterfeits  and  information  is  given  in  the  Edkins 
catalog.
